Reception to Follow the Concert 


Canadian born lyric coloratura Nancy Hermiston has established 
herself in recent years as one of Europe's most versatile and exciting vocal 
artists. Her European debut in 1983 led to a permanent engagement at 
the prestigious Nurnberg Opera Company. In addition to her busy 
performing career, Miss Hermiston has distinguished herself as founder of 
the first '"Musikalischer Damen-Club" of the Nurnberg Opera House 
which has raised one quarter of a million Deutche Marks for the Opera 
House over the past five years. Miss Hermiston was presented with the 
"Nurnberg Goldener Trichter" award in recognition of her fundraising 
initiatives and her ten years of performance with the Stadtische Biihnen 
Nurnberg. Miss Hermiston joined the University of Toronto's Opera 
Division in 1991 as stage director. In 1993 she directed Puccini's Gianni 
Schicchi of the Opera Division's Double Bill production and last year she 
directed Mozart's L'Oca del Cairo. 


Stephen Ralls was educated at Oxford University, England (M.A. in 
Music) and at the Royal Academy of Music. His career as an accompanist 
began in London where he recorded frequently for the BBC. Mr. Ralls 
joined the staff of the Faculty of Music at the University of Toronto in 1978 
and also has been a frequent music staff member of the Canadian Opera 
Company. Mr. Ralls is a coach at the Britten-Pears School for Advanced 
Musical Studies at Aldeburgh, England each summer. In 1982 he and 
Bruce Ubukata founded The Aldeburgh Connection which presents a wide 
selection of Canadian artists in programs of vocal recital music, usually set 
in a literary or historical context.
